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Lack Of Unity In U.S. 
Is Menace, Says Bolt 


The greatest menace to our se­ 
curity is not Germ any or Japan; 
it is our own lack of unity and 
purpose, Don Bolt, journalist and 
lecturer, warned an audience at 
the Central Methodist church last 
evening. He spoke on the subject, 
“ Am erica's Hour ’. 


Before the 
lecture, 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Arni Beck presented a mus­ 
ical program, which was enthusi­ 
astically received. Mrs. Beck play­ 
ed the violin, while her husband 
was the accompanist. 


“ W e must not forget that all 
the great empires of 
the 
past 
have 
fallen 
victim of their own 
decadence before they succumbed 
to outside attack.” Bolt said. The 
speaker pointed out that the de­ 
cline of Rome dated from the peri­ 
od when the Romans ceased to 
venerate 
their 
institutions 
and 
’heir God. 
“ In the United States today.” 
he continued, “ liberty and democ­ 
racy are taken for granted. The 
Ideal which bound the founding 
fathers in a common cause 
bred 
courage; that courage resulted in 
r truly United States of America. 
They were w illing and anxious to 
die for an ideal. 
“ But in this 
generation, 
we 


seem to be asking the question: 
‘For what are we asked to sacri­ 
fice and risk our lives and 
our 
fortunes?” 
The answer to this rhetorical 
question, Bolt contended, was that 
we are too far removed from the 
ideals that 
once 
aroused 
our 
spirit of sacrifice. 


“ This deterioration of charac­ 
ter. this lack of unity, this weak­ 
ening of the spirit and moral fab­ 
ric of our nation calls for heroic 
leadership for internal peace, not 
outside w ar.” he asserted. 
“ W e may fic h t— we may have 
to defend 
our 
interests.” 
Bolt 
said, “ hut if we are led into war 
as an escape from facing and solv­ 
ing our own problems. I despair 
of the future, when the masses of 
people learn they were called on 
for sacrifice in a profitless strug­ 
gle.” 
Dissatisfaction in Army 
The speaker 
referred 
to 
the 
wave of dissatisfaction that fol­ 
lowed the W orld W ar, in which 
he served in the British Merchant 
Marine and the U. S. Army. 
“ The morale of the army at the 
present time leaves much to be 
desired,” Bolt continued. “ I have 
toured 
army 
camps 
in 
many 


states and can verify the finding 
of Pearson and Allen, conductors 
of 
the 
Washington 
Merry-Go- 
Round column, that there is open 
hostility not only against war but 
against extension of their term of 
I service. These conditions are gen­ 
eral, but they should not imply 
I any lack of patriotism. Every sol- 
! dier 
interviewed in over a year 
insisted they would lay down their 
I lives willingly in defense of their 
j country.

World Affairs 
Reviewed

At last the President has moved to end 
the unholy alliance betw ee n ourselves and 
Japan. For several years all the A merican 
church forces connected with foreign mis­ 
sions, schools, hospitals, colleges, etc., in 
Japan and China, have beso ught the Ad­ 
m inistration to break off relations with 
Japan to the extent of refusing to sell her 
the material with which she w*as carrying 
on her wicked and inexpressibly cruel war 
upon 
the unoffending Chinese people. 
I 
m yself am one of many who went to the 
P resid ent and asked him to put on e m ­ 
bargoes, really to try th e m easures short 
of w ar xvhich he had been advocating. But. 
the President was adam ant. It could not 
be done.
